DIRECTIONS  TO  UNIVERSITY  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


TRAVELING  TO  DURHAM 


From  Boston: 

Take  1-95  North  from  Boston  to  Exit  4  (N.H.  Lakes  and  Mountain  Region, 
Routes  4  and  16).   Continue  to  Exit  6W  and  follow  Route  4  West.   Go 
beyond  the  UNH/Durham  Route  108  exit.   Turn  left  at  the  traffic  light 
onto  Madbury  Road.   Turn  right  on  Edgewood  Road.   Proceed  to  the  Snively 
Arena  Parking  Lot  as  marked  on  the  map  attached. 

From  Hartford: 

Take  1-36  North  out  of  Hartford  to  Mass.  Pike  (1-90),  drive  East  to 
Auburn,  Exit  10,  East  on  1-290  to  1-495  North,  Exit  26.   Continue  North 
to  1-95,  then  follow  directions  from  Boston. 

From  Portland: 

Follow  either  1-95  or  Route  1  South  to  Portsmouth  Traffic  Circle.   Take 
Route  4  West  and  take  Concord-Durham  exit  (6W).   Directions  are  then  the 
same  as  those  indicated  from  the  Boston  area. 

From  Concord: 

Take  Route  4  East  to  Durham  and  turn  right  at  the  traffic  light  onto 
Madbury  Road.   Directions  are  then  the  same  as  indicated  from  the 
Boston  area. 


From  Manchester: 


Take  Route  101  to  Epping;  North  on  Route  125  to  the  Lee  Traffic  Circle, 

Orive  East  on  Route  4  to  the  traffic  light.  Turn  right  onto  Madbury 

Road  and  then  the  directions  are  the  sane  as  indicated  from  the  Boston 
area .

Through  informal  lectures  and  exercises 
in  tagging  archival  descriptions,  par- 
ticipants will  learn  the  structure  and 
use  of  the  Archives  and  Manuscripts  Con- 
trol (AMC)  MARC  Format  as  well  as  be  in- 
troduced to  thfe  descriptive  conventions 
used  in  conjunction  with  the  AMC  format.

A  symposium,  "Music  Librarianship 
in  America,"  will  be  held  at  Harvard 
University  October  5-7,  1989.  Its  pur- 
pose is  to  give  music  librarians  an  op- 


portunity  to  reflect  on  the  larger 
aspects  of  their  calling  by  stimulating 
them  to  look  at  their  profession  through 
the  eyes  of  those  in  disciplines  most 
immediately  affected  by  their  work. 
Rather  than  focus  on  technical  aspects 
of  the  field,  the  symposium  will  attempt 
to  deal  with  some  of  the  philosophical 
underpinnings  of  the  profession. 
Twenty-four  distinguished  representa- 
tives from  the  fields  of  musicology, 
ethnomusicology,  history,  publishing, 
arts  administration,  performance,  com- 
position, criticism,  librarianship,  and 
library  education  will  explore  the  role 
of  music  librarians  as  custodians  of 
cultural  history,  their  role  in  the 
study  and  performance  of  American  music, 
and  their  relationships  with  scholar- 
ship, performance,  and  composition. 
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The  symposium  honors  the  estab- 
lishment at  Harvard  of  the  Richard  F. 
French  Librarianship,  the  first  chair  in 
music  librarianship  at  a  major  univer- 
sity. It  is  sponsored  by  the  Harvard 
College  Library  and  Department  of  Music, 
with  the  aid  of  a  grant  from  the  Council 
of  Library  Resources.  Further  informa- 
tion and  a  complete  schedule  will  be 
released  at  a  later  date.
